DRINK AND TUBERCULOSIS. 



The Kxcessive Use of Alcohol Makes 
Man Prone to infaatlaaa 

Diseases, 

A new lii;ht on the relation between 
drink and t iib. rciilosls appears In a 
re<ent sltuly of the reduction in the 
mortality from tuben iiloBla now dlB- 
ceinllde in the niortiilily flKures of 
New York. An artic le by the leslstrar 
of records, depurtinent of health of the 
cilv rtf New York, In the .New York 
.Medical llt cord of .November, 18, 190X, 
says .\l eviiy aue tirouii III both 
male., and f. rii;ili s i he iiroportioii of de- 
crease Is I'onsldi r:ible, with the excep- 
tion of the age (-■inup t.'. r.Ti in the 
males in which the reduction is only 
one per l ent The decrease Is Kreater 
In all a^e Kroups ainonK females than 
nmoHK malen. wlib the exc.ptlon of 
the «t;es under five and beiwe. n 10 
and 14; the reduction per cent of the 
female mortality at all nues is ST., and 
that of the males only 2rt, sllcjhtly 
more than one-half that of the fe- 
males. This ig the more remarkable 
when we consider that of late years 
the female huH taken up occupations 
classed as danp' roiis from uii Infec- 
tious hlandiiolnt, such as typewriting, 
saleswctnan. How er-making, feather- 
working, etc. Why should the rate 
from this cause of death be almost 50 
|ier cent, lower in the female sex than 
in the male? Exposure to the elOBianta 
on the part of the latter haa bean of- 
fered aa an axplaaatloa, and is true to 
soiiu' extent, as the death* rate from 
pulmonary tuberculosis up to the 
twenty-flfth year is almost the same In 
both sexes, and in all ages above 25 
the rate among males is greatly In ex- 
cess. The abuse of alcohol is tmdoubtr 
ediy one of the potaat factors ia raa- 
dering tha male mora proaa to iafae- 
tioa and leaa ameaabla to raoovary 
tbaa tha leaaala: avaa tha aaa of al- 
cohol la the treatmaat of tabareahMto 
is beiag gradually diaeardad by the 
careful phyaidaa of t«4ay.

The world seems unable to consider 
more than one great reforming process 
at a time, hut there is no doubt when 
the evils from drink anil tobacco are 
eliminated from civilization the whole 
world will turn its atleiilion to the 
rinhl kind of food. Its ri^h' piepara- 
tion, and then finally its proper ussim- 
nation by the eater. 

It is, perhaps, perfectly safe to say 
that more than half of the diseaaes 
known to mankind would disappear If 
the race would learn and obey some of 
the commonest rules that belong to the 
uao of tood^ 

Temperanee In the British Navy. 

An Interesting article has recently 
been contribated to one of the cur- 
rent British renews under the title, 
"The Bleaalnga of Naval Armaments." 
Aa one of the blessings the writer 
points out tha Influence of the navy 
ss a social and ameliorative institu- 
tion. The fleet, he states. Is one of 
the most powerful temperance organl- 
satloaa of the day. It Is calculated 
that abont 26 per cent of the men of 
the fleet abstain altogether from al- 
coholic liquors, and all the remainder 
are eompalled to ba strictly temper- 
ate. No ofllcer or man with ambi- 
tloa to riae ia tha profession can af- 
ford to iadolga to excess. The daily 
life at sea la tbeaa days of mechanical 
complication ia the ooatrol of hla 
maleety'a shipa ia too onerous and 
exacting for any man who ia not of 
distinctly abatamiona habits. Drunk- 
eaaeaa, wbtoh ia not a erina aahore, ia 
a etIaM la tba navy, baoaaaa temper- 
anee la raqalrad by tha artlalae of war 
in tha taitacaat. not of tba todtrldaal. 
but of tba nation.
